NEW YORK, Sept. 26.—Governor Whitman let it be 


known shortly before noon today that he would not call 
a special session of the New York legislature to deal with 
the threatened general strike here, called for tomorrow 
morning. He stated that he would receive the committee 
of legislators this afternoon, but made it clear by his atti- 
tude that he did not believe the present situation called 
for such drastic action. 


A new plan of strategy has been evolved by the con- 


ference of labor leaders for the industrial tie-up. The ma- 
jority of the individual unions that are to be enlisted in 
the general walkout in sympathy with the striking car- 
men will be placed in a position where they can tell their 
employers: /'We don't want to strike. Yfe were forced 
to suspend work because tEe 'key' -union struck.''

mothers, but it burns many of them 
to death, and their children, too. 


Gasoline left in the open gives off 


130 times its bulk of vapor, which 
makes 12 times its bulk of air an ex- 
plosive gas which will ignite from a 
blaze, a spark or a 
glowing 
coal. 


Nothing permitted in the home is 
half so dangerous—nor a tenth. 


In Ohio, e\ery year, carelessness 


in using the gasoline in these stov.-s 
eets fire to more than 150 house*?, 
scars more than 200 persons with 
Lurns and roasts to death at leaEt 
thirty. A new stove is safe if care 
is used in filling it and in turning 
the valves tvhich shut off the supplj 
of gasoline to the burners. 


Three-fourths of tho explosions oc- 


cur while the tank is being filled. 


Prohibited Acts. 


Don't fill the tank which stands 


abo\e the stove while a burner is 
lighted 
Vapor of gasoline is heavier 


than air and will fall to the blaze 
Then a flash will frighten the one 
who is pouring it, more gasoline will 
be spilled and the room filled with 
flames. 


Don't fill the tank quite full Gaso- 


hne when it gets warm swells much 
more than water does, and is likel" 
to open a seam in the tank 


Don't fail to turn the burners sh -tj Bajlons 


before filling the tank. Fluid leak-1 
ing through them will make & \apor 
which will explode when a match is 
scratched to light the sto^e. 


Don t allow an excess of fluid to 


flow into the burner, or fail to close 
it well when done using the stove.

this war will be followed by a vaster 
one in which Russia will fight with 
an army of 40,000,000 men is the 
prediction of General Skugarowski, a 
Russian infantry commander now on 
the eastern front, in an article pub- 
lished by the Russkojo Slowo. 


"It is impossible to predict now 


the 
outcome of the present war," 


writes General Skugarowski, "but 
nevertheless we can readily picture 
in our minds what the next war will 
be like. 


It will follow 
directly on the 


heels of the present conflict. How 
soon this new war will begin depends 
on how the present war will 
end 


and who will be the victors. If Ger- 
many is not thoroughly defeated an- 
other war will be likely within ten 
years. In the meantime every coun- 
try will be busy preparing for it. 


"That coming war will surpass the 


present in frightfulness; in fact, the 
present conflict will be like child's 
play compared with what can be ex- 
pected in the next war.

scarcer. 


This is especially true of the paper 
that newspapers aud 
the cheaper 


magazines are printed on, which has 
soared in a manner comparable to 
the sensational ascensions perform- 
ed by tno prices of dyes and chemi- 
cals. 
And paper today, especially 


news-print paper. Is no luxury, 
it 


Js a necessity ot our daily life. 


The briefest consideration shows 


what a part paper plays in tlie mod- 
ern scheme of things. You are con- 
tinually buying and using paper of 
one sort or another, from the time 
j ou get up and read a morning paper 
at breakfast to the time when v ou 
lay aside your book Or magazine and 
go to sleep at night. The amount 
of paper that a big city consumes In 
a day is enormous. Raise the price 
ot paper 50 or a 100 per cent, and 
a score of industries are vitally af- 
fected. 


The price of paper has risen im- 


mensely since the European w&r be- 
gan, due partly 
to higher costs of 


certain chemicals, but chiefly to the. 
iact that trade with 
Norway and 


Sweden is disorganized, 
and from! 


these countries we had been import-] 
ing great quantities 
of wood pulp 


for paper manufacture. If we have 
1101 telt the effects of the situation 
to any great extent so far, it is "be-' 
cause the men who use the paper in j 
their business 
and pay the bills 


bare beeu holding on and hoping for 
a return to normal conditions. 


la the meantime, 
we are begin- 


ning to economize on paper in every 
{possible way. More waste paper is 
being saved and sold to bo used over 
again in manufacture than, ever be- 
fore. 
Advertisers 
have 
actually 


been asked to hold down the size of 
their advertisements in newspapers 
in ord^p to use as little paper as pos- 
sible in getting results. A congres- 
sional investigation into the price of 
paper has been held. 
Some of the 


less wealthy periodicals are appear- 
ing printed 
on paper 
of new and 


startling hue and surface 
The sit- 


uation is unprecedented in the his- 
tory of the paper industry. 


If all this is simply a result of 


war conditions, the 
general 
senti- 


ment is that we shall just have to 
weather the stringency 
as best wo 


can and be a little more careful of 
our paper. 
But it has been sug- 


gested that the present high pi ices 
are at least m part a result of in- 
creased demand <ib well as of tlie 
cutting off of foreign supplies. 
In 


•which case the ond of the war will 
not settle the question. 


And this view, which has led us 


to take stock 
of our national re- 


t-ouicos, has drawn attention to the 
immense and little-Known stretches 
ot papei material 111 Alaska.
